The dredge will be of ths latest de- 
ign and equipped with all modem im- 
provements imd appliances for a selfi 
impelling steam dredge. It will be usm] 
n the wovk of constructing the light 
draft canal along the Texas const, as it 
will draw but 4 feet of water, while 
the big dredge General Comstoek draws 
IT feet. 


The ultimate plan is to provide light 


draft navigation along the coast coun- 
try of tho gulf of Mexico from the Mis- 
sissippi river to the Rio Grande, says 
tho St. Louis Globe-Democrat. Tbe 
present plan, however, is to construct 
this canal a distance of about 1.300 
miles from the Ssbine riven on tho east 
to Corpus Clirtsti ou toe west. Tbe Unit- 
ed States engineer's office has complet- 
ed plans and specifications for this ca- 
nai, and from the surveys it is estimat- 
ed -that tbe dredging of 100 miles of 
soft limd will open up 1,300 'miles of 
light draft navigation. The cost is esti- 
mated at §1.300,000, or 51,000 si mile. 
The amount of land to be excavated is 
tistiiniued at 20,000,000 cubic yards.

on Atchafalaya river, which vronld give 
direct connection .with the Mississippi 
iver. This would admit of small stern 
wheel steamers piyicg between Texas 
points and the Mississippi river as far 
west as Corpns ObrJsti. For $3,000.000 
avigntion pan be secured from the 
lisslssippi toi the Rio Grande through 
!ie land protected canal. It is further 
stimatcd that the cost of maintenance 
f this navigable waterway would be 
ot to exceed $100,000 a year. This in 
ludis cost of a?aintenance of three 
rcclgcs, which it is figured can do all 


work necessary to keep the mouths 


f the streams clear.

Clover Seotl, 


A communication, from tho-Vermont 


Experiment Station says; tliat clovar 
seed absolutely pun is an unknown 
article in the market. In buying cl&ver 
seed it is just a question of how much 
impurity there shall be and what the 
impurity is. It is nc-i necessary to 
have a great quantity of fore!ga:mat- 
ter in order to.fcave a very undesirable 
mixture. If there is a half owsce of 
seed of iome bad weed in a bushel of 
clover seed it may be enough to Infest 
the farm for years. Vermont clover 
seed is probably no worsa than any 
other; -...and it is better to sow poor 
seed than not to grow clov«r—within 
certain limits—but !n many eases the 
goods offered oh the general market 
may as well be- subjected to aa ex- 
amination. 


The Vermont Expertrcsot Station 


made a number of tiese examinations 
last year.
